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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the Gemmer reference, the Applicant 
states that Gemmer reference is not prior art because the PCT application of Gemmer was not published in English. 
In contrast to the Applicant's assertions, the Applicant never brings up an argument against the validity of Gemmer's filing/publishing date in 
any previous office actions, therefore, admitted Gemmer is a valid prior art. In addition, Gemmer's national stage application (application 
number 10/399322 was filed on 4/17/2003), therefore Gemmer reference is a prior art. 

Regarding the Lundstrom and Moon references, the Applicant states that Lundstrom does not mention how or when a PCSCF node 
forwards a charging identifier to a S-CSCF node in response to receiving an active session message sent by the user equipment. And 
Moon does not teach a call session would initiate the forwarding of the charging identifier of Lundstrom. 

In contrast to the Applicant's assertions, Lundstrom teaches the forwarding of a charging identity is send from a GGSN6 to a P-CSCF9 then 
to a S-CSCF10 during a setting up of a connection (paragraph 45 and Fig. 2). Moon teaches a setting up of a connection is initiated from an 
user equipment (paragraph 21-30). Therefore, when Moon's user equipment initiates a call session for setting up a connection, Lundstrom's 
system would send the charging identifier from the GGSN6 to the P-CSCF9 then to the S-CSCF10 because Lundstrom's forwarding of the 
charging identifier is initiated during a setting up of a connection. 
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
